Reflections on the true Intereft of the Spaniards in 


the prefent Juncture. 
HE Motives that induc’d the Spaniards to ac- 
uiefce with the Advancement of aBrince of the 
Houfe of Bourbon to the Throne of their Monarchy, 
were Fear and Hope. 
Their Fear was not occafion’d fo much by the 
Threats of France to enter the Dominions of Spain 
with formidable Armies, as by the Treaties the moft 
€briftian King had made in the Life-Time of 
Charles Ik. with England and Holland for difmem- 
bring the.Spanifh Monarchy. | 
Hope made them look upon the moft Chriftian 
King as the only Prince, who by his Arms and Trea- 
fure, could keep their Monarchy intire and fafe ; 
which was what the Nation judg’d moft defirable 
and moft advantagious for them. 
le of the Dominions of Spain will acknowledge tis 


true. 

We would likewife ask them whither it be not 
trae that they verily believ’d the Emperor could not 

event the difmembring of their Monarchy, both 

caufe of his Diftance from them, and becaufe of 
other Difficulties in which his Imperial Majefty was 
at that Time involv’d. We will own, that they 
then rexfon’d by the Rules of true Policy, and 
thar the Refolution they took was in all Appearance 
conformable to their Intereft. But all Europe is now 
aftonifh’d to fee them perfift in a Maxim that hes 
no longer any Foundation : ’Tis amazing the Spani- 
ards fhould not now beftir themfelves to amend 
what the Courfe and Iffue of things fhews to have 
been an Error. The numerous Forces of the Allies, 
and the Succefs God has given them, ought to be a 
fufficient Demonftration tro them that their former 
Maxim does no longer exift. 

Whatever great Opinion they might entertain of 
the Power of the moft Chriftian King, they are too 
clear-fighted not to fee that if they do not make 
Hafte to throw off the Yoke of France, their Mo- 
natchy will undergo that Difmembring they would 
avoid. Can they be ignorant, that the Court of 
France finding it impoffible to keep the whole, have 
for 2 Years prefs'd the Allies to come toa Partition ; 
and that they ufe even the moft abject Means to ob- 
tain Peace on that Condition. This is known to all 
Europe. Befides,{uppofing France were able to main- 
tain the Monarchy intire, ‘tis moft certain that im- 
perious Crown would continue to bring Spain more 
and more. under its arbitrary Government, and fill 
upthe Méafure of the Slavery the Nation has al- 
ready tafted. 

All good Spaniatds that love their Country, are 
convine’d, that the only Means to fave the Monarchy 
isto declare for King Charles III, who by their fo 
doing and by the Affiftance of the Allies would be 
Spabled to reftore the Crown to its ancient Luftrg

Whereas the prefent Union of Spaln with France 
can have no other Iffue at beft than an ignominious 
Difmembring. We fhall now {ee therefore, whether 
the Spaniards will procure their folid Happynefs, or 
have the Meannefs of Soul to renounce it for ever 
The Court of France lofeno Time, they earneftly 
feck a Partition, well knowing they can obtain Peace 
no other Way: And the Spaniards ought very much 
to fear, leaft the Allies thould at length yield to the 
Solicitations of France, being tit’d with the War 
they maintain at fo great Expence of Blood and 
Treafure, and fill’d with Indignation to fee.the Spa- 
niards whom they invite to embrace their true Hap- 
pynefs, fit ftill and be regardlefs of a thing of the 
utmoft Importance to them, even of the only thing 
that can fave them. Will fo wife and brave a Na- 
tion be through Sloth and Stupidity the Caufe of 
their own Ruine ? 

Is it poffible for a Nation naturally fo prudent; 
not to fee, that by letting flip the moft favourable 
Opportunity Heaven can offer them, they plunge 
themfelves for ever into the moft wretched Slavery, 
and fubjeck their Pofterity to be govern’d like 
France? Let Spain confider its prefent State, and 
judge of the future by the prefent. Who could be- 
lieve that in the moft dangerous Juncture of Affairs 
Spain was perhapsever in, fo many Spaniards fhould 
lye in a profound Lethargy, while a great Number 
of others fatally give into the pernicious Maxims of 
France? 

The Courage and Conduct of the Cataloniang 
deferve immortal Glory. If the reft of the People 
of Spain do not imitate them, they are irrecoverably 
loft. Right Reafon and natural Right oblige them 
to endeavour with all their Power ro preferve the 
Liberties, Privileges, and other Advantages of their 
feveral Provinces : For if King Charles III thould 
fubdue Spain by Force, (and he feems to bid very 
fair for it,) he will have a Right to treat all the 
Kingdoms and Provinces that refift him as con- 
quer’d Territories. Does not France exercife arbi- 
trary Power over the whole Monarchy, without ha-, 
ving conquer’d it 

All that has been faid being fo palpably evident, 
what is to be thought of thofe Spaniards that 
actually bear Arms to faften the Chains and 
fix the Slavery their Country labours under? They, 
can have nothing in View but a fordid private In- 
tereft; yer that Intereft will turn to their Shame, 
and mark them out for unnatura! Betrayers of their 
own Country. 

Thofe Spaniards bearing Arms for the Duke of 
Anjou will alledge perhaps that they are urder an 
Oath of Fidelity to him. Bur, that Prince engag’d 
on his Part to protect the People and maintain their 
Liberties, and does quite the Contrary: Now, did 
thofe People fwear to be Slaves? did they bind 
themfelves by Oath to confent that their Monarchy 
fthould be difmembred and ruin’d? No certainly. 
Yer that is come to be the Cafe; and therefore their 
Oath is void. Ic may be sffirm’d furchcr, that the 
moral certainty of the Impofiibility of avoiding thofe 
Evils, not only difcharges the People from theic 
Oath, but obliges them before God and Men to take 
all Meafures imagigable for their own — 
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rhc is a fundamental Obligation that annuis ali o- 
beget the Cafe before us. Salus Populi Lex 
eft Suprema, in all —— ; and none bur Idiots of 

ever doubted ir. 
aa egg Subjects of the Spanifh Monarchy fo 
foon forgot the Lenity of the Government of the 
Houle of Auftria? Arcthey ona fudden become 1o 
ftupid as co fuffer patiently the Yoke of the Court of 
France who put none but their Creatures and Parii- 
(ans into the Spanith Miniftry ; who rob them of the 
nobleft and richeft Trade in the World 3; who trant- 
port to their own Coffers all their Wealth and Trea- 
{ure ; who trample under Foor all their Laws and 
Privileges ; who affoon as the Duke of Anjou was 
advancd tothe Throne, fiez'd the Spanith Nether- 
‘ands ; who carry away the Grandees without the 
vt Formality of Law ; who have poffefs'd them- 
s of the Frontietzof Spain, havang put French 
inco Fontarabia, Si. Sebaftian and other 
. who thew no Refpect for Perfons in holy 
rs 3 no Regard for the Grandees ; no Equity to 
se common People ; in fhort, who by many notort- 
vufly unjuft Proceedings are driving the Spaniards 
into the Condition of Frenchmen. _ 
In the mean Time the Spaniards have it in their 
Power to break their Chains, to reeftablih their Mo- 
r in its ancient Form of Government, to pre- 
one ft whole and intire, to be poffefs’d of the Off- 
ces and Fmployments in it, to recover their Rights 
and ancient Liberties, to revive their former Glory, 
and to be fubject to none but themfeves under a 
good Mafter. It is their own Fault if they do not 
free themfelves from all their prefent Calamities, and 
prevent greater. This may be done without Dan- 
ger or Hazard, they need only fecond, but it muft 
be fpeedily, the juft and favourable Intentions of 
their rightful King Charles III, and of his moft po- 
tent Allies.
